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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

2. Applicant's election of component D being "not specifically claimed" is 
acknowledged. There is an apparent misunderstanding in the instant election 
requirement. Applicant is required to elect and ultimately disclosed and/or claimed 
species of component D. The species of component D that are not specifically claimed 
are too numerous to list but comprise ethylene glycol, 1 ,2-propylene glycol, 1 ,3- 
propylene glycol, methanol, ethanol, 2-chloroethanol, butanol, glycerol, and so on. 

3. Further, applicant failed to list the claims readable on the elected species. 

4. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single chemical species of 
component D to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to 
be allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, 
including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

5. Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise require 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim. Currently, the following claim(s) are 
generic: 33, 35-38 and 40-59. 
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REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

6. As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in 
a national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical 
features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of 
the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 

7. The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are 
claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a single claim. See 37 CFR 

1 .475(e). 

Conclusion

Applicant may submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. 
Where such evidence or admission is provided by applicant, if the examiner finds one of 
the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used 
in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) of the other invention.
